The Royal Horticultural Halls are easy to 
reach as well, just a few minutes walk from 
St. James's Park Underground Station 
(Circle and District Lines), and there are car 
parking facilities in the garage in Rochester 
Row, just around the corner. So don’t miss 
the show this year. Over 11,000 visitors 
came last year from all over the country and 
made the show a tremendous success. 

We will be there again with our huge 
stand with plenty of space for you to stroll 
around and see all our projects. Every one 
of them will be on display and our 
synthesisers will be being demonstrated by 
Mike Beecher. In addition we shall be 
running two competitions and showing off 
our new projects.
